President of the Dayton, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago Railroad. He was made ‘Presi- 
dent of the.Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton Railroad in 1904, and ‘succeeded in 
getting the Queen & Crescent ag its trib- 
utary. During the early nineties he was 
extending his holdings among the rail- 
roads of the: Middle~West,: and in 1903 
obtained control.:of the Pére.

TULLY HOME BURNED, 
CHILD GAVE THE ALARM 


Daughter of Metropolitan Life 
Official Discovered Blaze in 
$150,000 Dwelling.

LOCUST VALLEY, L.. I., Dec, 20.— 
The country home of William J. Tully, 
Solicitor General for the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, was destroyed 
by fire here tonight. The house, which 
was a frame building two and a half 
stories “high, was purchased by Mr. 
Tully from ‘Frank«M. Doubleday, the 
publisher, a year ago for. $150,000, and 
since then Mr. Tully had: made fmprove- 
ments in it that added greatly to its 
value. It -was also handsomely fur- 
nished, and except what was on the 
first floor everything in it was lost. 

Mr. Tully, his wife, and two young 
daughters, Alice-and Marion, were in 
the house when the*fire was discovered 
in the attic by Marion, the younger. of 
the. children. Already the .flames had

Emulate Their King, Who Rejolces 
That the Soll of His Father- 
land Clings to Him,

NORTHERN FRANCE, Dec. 20. (Dis- 
patch to the’ London; Daily News.)—This 
week—a- week of many significant 
things—has ended in the wildest whirl 
of weather imaginable. The rains have 
been terrific, blinding, tropical in their 
almost ceaseless roar and fury. Surely 
only madmen or fiends would fight in 
such an’ elemerital maelstrom. We may 
be both, and perhaps we are, now that 


‘the whole world, is topsy turvy; for we 


are going savagely on at this dread busi- 
ness, half blind and wholly desperate, 
If the furious sky were to rain red-hot 
pitchforks, the contending armies would 
still be undismayed and would crawl, 
if not fly, at one another’s throats. 

But there is no romance in trench 
fighting; it is sickening, démoralizing. 
Ask ‘any soldier who has been at: it for 
a time. He will pour a few plain truths 
into your shocked ear. Down at the 
railroad. terminal today I met some of 
them—a' queer mixture. There was & 
batch of German prisoners; there was 
a@ squad of wounded Belgians, and there 
were. four lost, stolen or strayed ‘Brit- 
ish soldiers from the Seventh Division— 
a Sergeant and three men. They were 
all so plastered over with dirt that it 
wag difficult to sort out their nation- 
ality. 


What struck me most was their abso- ° 


lute and undisguised cheerfulness,. I 
have. lively recollection of the first Ger~ 
man prisoners I saw in the early days 
of the war. They were in a gray funk, 
which is several degrees more sheer 
than a blue funk. They absolutely be- 
lieved that the next moment or two 
would be their last on this woeful earth, 
and that they would ‘be, shot out of 
hand. 

The young Prussians I met today said 
that they had been having a very thin 
time recently; that their food was-bad, 
and getting worse and more scanty 
every day; that pneumonia and rheu- 
matism were rife in their trenches,. to 
say nothing of the dreaded typhoid, her 
that they were tremendously glad to be 
out of it gill. They understood that they 
were going to England. Any way, they 
hoped so fervently. 

The Belgian soldiers were all slightiy 
wounded, mostly in the legs and arms. 
The mud and slime of the: trenches 
north of Furnes had not yet dried upon 
their sodden clothes. They were cold 
and benumbed and desperately hungry, 
for -their train had been held up \for 
hours while certain private and confi- 
dential military scene-changing was go- 
ing on. In spite of the pain their hur- 
riedly dressed wounds were giving them, 
they, too, were cheerful, 

“We are in great heart,”’ said one of 
them, “for we are moving on surely 
and certainly, This week something 
new has: come to us. The knell of 
retreat ‘no longer sounds in our hearts; 
the tocsin' ‘there instead. We are 
marching .on;. we! ‘are driving the Ddar- 
barians-back: “Bvery inch of our mother- 
land regained is sweet and. precious to 
us. Three days ago I sew our King, 
He was as muddy and stained, Monsieur, 
as Iam now. An officer who.was with 
him wanted to remove the mud from 
hig clothes, ‘But no,’ said the King, 
‘Let it stay. If my own land clings 
thus to me, let it stay; it is better that 
it should be so,’ and he laughed as he 
passed on. We all: cheered him, ‘and 
he laughed the more, showing a shining 
face and bidding us take heart, as a 
brighter day was dawning. 

“ Bo we went into the fight that even- 
ing, afraid of nothing. In rain and mist 
we charged a small village with a 
mighty shout. Though our numbers 
were small, we charged. We were beaten 
back .and then we charged again. My 
bayonet broke off short in the breast of 
a huge Germen, and then in the dark 
and mist a great crowd swept over us 
as we both went down, I came to in 
the dawn. Our men ee singing the 
chant. of victory. o wey enemy had 
gone, The village. smoking and shat- 
tered, was ours.

Senegalese Badly Frostbitten, but 
Uncomplaining Under Operations.

This is especially true of the 
Senegalese, In many cases their toes 
or. feet have. been frozen so badly that 
amputation has been necessary, 

Mrs. Harry Floyd, Chief Commission- 
er of the.French Wounded Emergency 
Fund, who has just’ returned from a 
visit to the French hospitals at Havre, 
Lisieux, Bayeux, Deauville, and other 
points, tells of the suffering of the sol- 
diers from the tropics. She says also 
that many of the hospitals are badly in 


need of anaesthetics, tetanus serum, 
surgical instruments, and surgeons. 

**In one hospital I saw Senegalese op- 
erated’ u on without the use of an 
anaesthetic,”’ said Mrs. bes d. ‘* Their 
toes had *bedn frozen, immediate 
amputation was caneanary. 

“All the toes of one Senegalese were 
removed without even a@ groan from 
him. Suddenly he leaped from the op- 
erating table; and began searching for 
something. e doctors and nurses 
could not. discover what he wanted. He 
found a pipe, filled it, and lay down, 
smoking to deaden the pain. hen’ he 
began to pray in a low voice. Presently 
a nurse offered to bring’ luncheon to 
him, but he refused. He walked to the 
ae, table, where he ate with 
ends, 

“The courage and heroism of ‘these 
men are simply beyond belief. They 
never complain. They: always urge the 
nursés to, attend to others, But their 
sufferings in the cold climate are. piti- 


eg Blankets, Y sangnl woolen clothing, and 
socks are badly needed at the hospitals 
and conyaleaneatr homes “in Northern 
France. Because of the great number 
of the wounded, patients are sent from 
the hospitals to the convalescents’ homes [ 
as rapidly as possible, but the homes 
lack comforts,, and consequently the 
weakened soldiers ‘suffer intensely and 
their recovery is delayed.

' to Revise Immigration Laws.

eral Council of the Churches’ of Christ 
in America, through its Commission on 
Relations with Japan.

John R. Mott, Secretary of the Inter- 
national Y. M. C. A.; the Rev. Charles 
S. MacWarland, Secretary of the Coun- 
cil, an the folowing: William 
Haven, Charles R. Henderson,. Albert 
G. Lawson, Francis J. McConnell, Dr. 
Frank ~ Mason North, .Doremus Scud- 
der, Robert E. Speer;..George E. Vin- 
cent, and Amos P. Wilder. 

The petition says that Asia is awaken- 
ing rapidly, and that her acquisition of 
Occidental civilization is opening a new 
era in world history in. which.

No. Known Cases of Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease In City Now. 


Inspectors under Dr. A. Long of the 
Federal Service and Dr. H. D. Gill: of 
the State Department of Agriculture 
visited the barns of Benjamin Beyer, at 
Eighth Street and Fourth Avenue, 
Whitestone, L. I., yesterday and killed 
forty-three cows and three cats that 
had the run of the barns. Then they 
went to the barns of Michael Rose in 
Railroad Avenue, Glendale, and 
Gestroyed forty-nine cows. The Bu- 
reau of Animal Irdustry has been trac- 
ing back live cattle which have arrived 
in’ this city from the West since the 
appearance of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease. Beyer and Rose bought. cows 
from the same dealer on Oct. 23 from 
part of a shipment from’ the West. 

Since Nov. 11, 2,299 cattle have been 
killed in Queens alone, and there are 
no more known cases of the disease in 
this city. 

“The books are now clean but it is 
impossible to tell where the next centre 
of infection will be,”’ said Dr. Gill. ‘‘1 
believe there will be other cases.”’

14,000 Archaeological Specimens 
Sent to Natural History Museum. 


A remarkable archaeological collec- 
tion, considered the most importan. 
ever assembled. in the New World, an: 
numbering more than 14,000 speci:netis, 
has been loaned for an indefinite period 
by Minor C. Keith to the American 
Museum of Natural History, and is now 
being installed in the Mexican Hall.

Her publicists and officials have 
made no secret to me, as well as all who 
would listen, that the Monroe Doctrine 
stood in the way of Germany’s legiti- 
mate aspirations on the Western Conti- 
nent, but that so long as England sup- 
ported the Washington Government in 
this matter, Berlin had to content her- 
self with waiting and watching for a 
favorable moment. That moment is near 
at hand. 

The present great war will soon teach 
the military rulers in Berlin that the 
bombardment- of open towns, the de- 
struction of sacred monuments, the min- 
ing of great waterways and the vio- 
lation of. pledges are poor éubstitutes 
for war material and popular enthusi- 
asm. 

Berlin will. soon have to sue for peace

Visitors to the Zodlogical Park in the 
Bronx recently have noticed a '225-pound 
keeper wheeling a high-spring baby car- 
riage,containing a gorilla dressed like a 
Frerich doll, with.a lace cap, and tucked 
in with a fur‘rug. Although this causes 
amusement to the spectators -it.is no 
joke to Dinah,.the gorilla, and still less 
to Fred -Engelholm;._Dinah’s ‘heavyweight 
volunteer nurse. 

Dinah is. sick and the doctors have 
prescribed plenty of fresh air for ‘her. 
Engelho]Jm, who has developed a fond- 
ness for the delicate animal since her 
brief. stay in the Zoological Park began, 
devised. the plan ‘of taking. Dinah out 
into the air. Dinah has the distinction 
of being the only: gorilla in New York. 
If she succumbs: to’ the rigors of New 
York’s Winter climate it will be impos- 
sible to obtain: another specimen until 
the war is’ ended. Consequently her case 
has aroused interest. 

The gorilla was brought to this country 
four months-ago’by' Prof. R. L. Garner.
